As for the firſt, nothing in the world is morecertain, than that the 
King has a good inclination towards the Duke and the Catholicks , 
and wou'djoyn himſelf willingly, and inſeparably to their Intereſts, 
if he did not apprehend ſome danger from ſuch a Union, which, how- 
ever, he would not have any cauſe to feare, if he found their intereſt, 
and conſequent'y their Power, ſo far advanced above that of their 
'Adverſaries, that they ſhould neither have the power nor the Bold- 
neſsto conteſt any thing with them, or with him, upon any matter 
_ that concerned them,which he could ſee in a very litt'e time, if we 
could perſwade him ta treat roundly with Sir William Throckmorton,
